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Registrar  Aziz  Resigns

George  Aziz,  Registrar  at 
Fitchburg  State  College  an- 
nounced his  resignation  and  in- 
tention to  move  into  industry 
recently.  Mr.  Aziz,  who  has  been 
registrar  since  April,  1970,  has 
chosen  a  job  at  Digital  Elec- 
tronics Corporation  in  what  he 
called  a  "good  career  move."  Mr. 
Aziz  was  formerly  the  Acting 
Academic  Dean  at  Becker  Junior 
College  for  fifteen  years.  He 
replaced  former  registrar  John 
Mazeika,  who  now  works  at  the 
McKay  Campus  School.  Mr.  Aziz 
planned  to  leave  Fitchburg  State 
on  March  13. 

In  1976,  Mr.  Aziz  developed  a 


new  course  registration  system 
that  was  commended  by  the  then 
Rhetoric  editor,  Stephen  Walko- 
wicz,  as  making  the  registration 
as  painless  as  possible. 

It  has  been  confirmed  that  in 
the  interim,  Mr.  Richard  Condon, 
McKay  Campus  School  principle, 
would  temporarily  assume  the 
duties  of  registrar,  while  retaining 
his  other  position.  This  came  as 
the  result  of  a  recommendation 
by  Dr.  Delaney.  Delaney  told  the 
RHETORIC  that  the  temporary 
Registrar  would  be  concerned 
with  fall  schedule  problems,  cost 
announcements  and  room 
scheduling.  "We  needed  someone 


right  away,"  said  Dr.  Delaney. 
Assisting  Condon  will  be  the 
assistant  registrar.  Dr.  Robert 
Greene  and  the  Registrar's  staff. 

A  party  was  held  in  Mr.  Aziz's 
honor  on  February  26,  with  many 
staff  members  present  to  wish 
him  well  in  his  new  job.  Mr.  Aziz, 
who  was  extremely  popular  as 
Registrar,  will  apparently  be 
missed  by  all. 

This  writer,  who  had  the  op- 
portunity to  work  under  Mr. 
Aziz  last  summer,  would  like  to 
congratulate  and  thank  him  for 
his  assistance,  as  would  the 
students  he  has  helped  in  the  last 
eleven  years.

After  the  winners  were  an- 
nounced, a  buffet  of  all  the 
entries  was  served.  There  was 
plenty  of  food  for  all,  but  appar- 
ently not  enough  of  certain  dishes 
for  some  people. 

After  awards  were  given  out, 
the  evening  wound  down  and 
plans  began  for  another  Campus 
Cuisine  to  be  held  next  year. 
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What  Are  You 
Drinkin '  Pardner? 

"Western  Night"  was  the  product  of  a  little  imagination  and  a  lot  of 
hard  work.  From  the  number  of  people  in  attendance,  it  was  precisely 
the  type  of  creative  programming  that  the  students  of  this  college  were 
looking  for.  The  country-rock  band  TAMARAC  provided  the  backdrop 
for  the  western  saloon  complete  with  waitresses,  six-shooters,  and 
gambling.  The  Campus  Center  employees  in  conjunction  with  Programs 
Committee  cooked  up  a  "humdinger".  I  enjoyed  the  event  immensely, 
except  for  a  few  moments  when  I  felt  I  had  been  "humdinged." 

When  I  arrived  at  the  Campus  Center  at  8:10,  I  found  myself  in  a 
mixed-dressed  line  of  people.  Some  cowboy  hats  perched  above  the 
crowd  where  some  were  wearing  "preppy"  attire  and  others  were 
sporting  the  western  look.  The  crowd  waited  patiently  for  the  doors  to 
open  to  the  8  o'clock  event. 

Earlier,  Western  Night  had  been  scheduled  as  an  "open  bar"  event  -- 
two  words  which  spread  through  the  campus  quicker  than  a  tumblin' 
tumbleweed,  arousing  interest.  The  cost  was  to  be  $5.00.  This  was  later 
amended  to  $3.00.  Needing  some  controls,  as  the  Programs  Committe.e 
would  say,  it  was  decided  (or  rather  pressured  from  the  ombres  above) 
to  limit  the  complimentary  drinks  to  three.  A  sign  was  posted  outside  the 
door,  which  some  people  were  able  to  stare  at  for  a  good  half  hour. 

What  was  not  on  this  sign  was  that  the  complimentary  drinks  would 
only  be  served  until  9:30.  With  a  capacity  crowd  quickly  filling  the  seats 
so  they  could  be  served,  the  waitresses  were  hard  pressed  to  fill  the 
orders.  Some  tables  received  their  complimentary  drinks,  while  others 
waited  a  dry  spell. 

Other  people  would  be  caught  on  the  draw.  If  they  arrived  after  9:15, 
they  could  pay  the  three  dollars  and  not  receive  a  "free"  drink.  When  I 
informed  a  waitress  that  this  had  occurred,  she  said,  "She  could  have 
come  earlier." 

"Well,  maybe  she  would  have  if  she'd  known  about  the  9:30  closing.  It 
should  have  been  posted." 

"It  was,"  she  replied. 

"Where?"  I  asked. 

"At  the  beer  ticket  table." 

I  question  the  worth  of  that  notice.  Patrons  would  not  discover  that 
until  they  had  paid  the  cover  charge  and  stepped  inside.  Many  of  them 
certainly  did  not  purchase  beer  tickets  until  they  could  no  longer  receive 
complimentary  drinks.  They  were  not  apt  to  walk  around  and  read  this 
notice  since  they  had  to  be  seated  to  be  served.  Only  the  tables  near  the 
beer  ticket  counter  would  see  it. 

It  would  have  been  so  simple  to  put  it  on  the  sign  outside  the  door. 

After  9:30,  the  saloon  goers  could  purchase  beer  and  wine  at  25c  per 
drink.  The  price  was  right,  so  many  people  did.  Those  who  had  received 
their  complimentary  drinks  were  now  mixing  hard  liquor  with  beer  (or 
wine).  Some  of  the  oldest  drinking  advice  is  "Beer  and  whiskey,  pretty 
risky."  In  other  words,  the  arrangement  of  liquor  distribution 
encouraged  an  unhealthy  situation.  People  should  be  responsible  for 
how  they  drink,  but  they  were  not  helped  by  this  policy,  nor  the  fact  that 
the  Commuter's  Cafeteria  became  as  hot  as  the  sunbaked  plains.  Either 
the  complimentary  drinks  could  have  been  beer  and  wine  or  the  event 
could  have  truly  been  "open  bar." 

Even  so,  once  the  complimentary  hard  liquor  had  been  shut  off,  why 
couldn't  the  customers  who  appeared  after  9:30  receive  3  compli- 
mentary beer  or  wine  tickets?  The  idea  is  virtually  the  same.  Why  should 
they  have  been  penalized?        * 

This  is  not  a  showdown;  these  are  several  factors  to  consider. 
Creativity  in  planning  events  is  something  FSC  needs.  I  would  like  to 
take  my  hat  off  to  Mr.  Rebillard  who  admitted,  "We  made  some 
mistakes.  But  this  is  the  first  time  we  tried  anything  like  this."  It  most 
certainly  should  not  be  the  last.

McGrath  Against  Tuition 
Raise  this  year 


To:  Dr.  Seon  Cho 
Vice-Chancellor 
Administration  and  Finance 
Board  of  Regents, 
Higher  Education 

As  President  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  College  Associa- 
tion, representing  the  faculty  and 
librarians  of  the  Ten  State  Col- 
leges, I  must  register  our  opposi- 
tion to  any  across  the  board 
tuition  increase  for  the  students 
at  the  twenty  eight  schools  of 
public  higher  education  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

I  do  not  have  to  go  into  any 
details  regarding  the  income 
levels  of  the  students,  the 
parental  income  levels  and  the 
necessity  of  most  of  these  stu- 


dents to  work  part-time  and-or 
full  time  in  order  to  support 
themselves  at  the  current  tuition 
levels. 

If  there  must  be  a  tuition 
increase,  we  would  suggest  that 
the  increase  be  a  percentage  of 
the  per  student  costs  per  segment 
rather  than  an  across  the  board 
increase.  Students  at  the  Com- 
munity Colleges  and  the  State 
Colleges  should  not  subsidize 
graduate  education.  This,  we 
suggest,  would  be  the  most  equi- 
table approach.

"Sometimes  I  feel  like  putting  a 
sign  on  my  desk  -  Please  Inter- 
rupt." Bruce  McSheehy,  ref- 
erence- librarian  at  the  FSC 
library,  feels  that  all  too  often 
students  are  reluctant  to  ap- 
proach him  because  he  appears 
busy. 

"The  paperwork  people  see  me 
working  at  is  a  secondary  part  of 
the  job,"  Bruce  says.  The  primary 
function  of  the  reference  staff  is 
to  help  the  students  find  the 
research  material  they  need. 

Students  may  help  both  the 
librarian  and  themselves  in  this 
process  by  asking  for  specific 
material  or  facts  rather  than  just 
requesting  direction  to  the  sec- 
tion of  the  library  where  they 
assume  the  information  is  kept. 
Exact  questions  lead  more  direct- 
ly to  exact  answers  and  save  time. 

Another  function  of  the  ref- 
erence staff  is  to  educate  students 
in  the  use  of  the  library.  Library 
Instruction  Sessions  are  set  up 
with  faculty  in  relation  to  courses 
involving  research  papers.  They 
are  also  made  available  to  fresh- 
men and  transfer  students  during 
orientation.  These  sessions  are 
formal  classes  given  by  staff 
members  to  acquaint  students 
with  the  basic  research  tools  of 
the  library. 

If  you  never  had  the  op- 
portunity to  attend  one  of  these 
sessions  or  if  the  formal  class- 
room approach  does  not  fit  your 
needs,  individual  or  small  group 
sessions  may  be  arranged  through 
Library  Director  Bill  Casey.  And 


if  you  would  rather  learn  these 
skills  on  your  own  the  library  has 
twenty-one  self-teaching  com- 
puter programs  available  for  stu- 
dent use. 

These  programs  consist  of 
multiple  choice  questions  and 
answers.  Instruction  sheets  are 
included  and  the  reference  staff 
stands  ready  to  help  so  you  do  not 
have  to  be  a  Computer  Science 
major  to  use  them. 

The  FSC  library  is  geared 
primarily  toward  undergraduate 
study  areas,  according  to  Direc- 
tor Bill  Casey.  Graduate  material 
is  available  in  the  areas  of 
English,  History,  and  Special 
Education. 

If  the  information  a  student 
seeks  is  not  to  be  found  here  at 
the  FSC  library  the  Walk-In  Inter- 
library  Loan  (WIIL)  program 
allows  access  to  any  library  in  the 
state  college  system.  Under  this 
program  an  FSC  student  may 
borrow  material  from  any  state 
college  library  using  his  or  her 
college  I.D.  card.  The  lending 
rules  of  the  specific  library  used 
must,  of  course,  be  adhered  to 
and  the  student  must  return  the 
material  directly  to  that  library. 

So  when  it's  time  to  start  that 
research  paper  or  term  paper  be 
assured  that  the  information 
you'll  require  is  available.  And 
that  reference  librarian  you  see 
sitting  at  the  desk  directly  in  front 
of  you  as  you  enter  the  library 
knows  how  to  find  it.  Save 
yourself  some  valuable  time  - 
interrupt  him.

Honors

General  Education  require- 
ments can  be  unsatisfying,  but 
twenty  freshmen  are  finding  them 
more  interesting  under  the  Fresh- 
man Honors  Program.  Last  May, 
the  twenty  top  scorers  in  the 
College  Entrance  Exams  for  the 
Fall  1980  Freshman  class  received 
an  invitation  to  participate  in  this 
new  FSC  program. 

The  program  is  a  conscious 
attempt  to  inter-relate  the  Eng- 
lish, History,  Music  and  Art 
requirements  while  leaving  room 
for  courses  related  to  the  individ- 
ual student's  major.  The  students 
go  through  the  program  as  a 
group,  meeting  classes  and  study- 
ing in  their  own  designated  room. 

The  courses  presented  last 
semester  were  English  Composi- 
tion and  Literature,  History  of 
Music  and  Art,  and  Modern 
European  History  —  all  concen- 
trated on  the  19th  century.  This 
semester  the  emphasis  is  on  the 
20th  century. 

In  addition  to  these  inter- 
related formal  courses  a  more 
informal  Honors  Seminar  is  pre- 
sented under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Stanley  Krane  of  the  Biology 
Department.  This  one  credit  sem- 
inar presents  a  variety  of  topics 
not  usually  dealt  with  in  classes. 
Dr.  Krane  draws  upon  the  talents 
of  the  entire  FSC  faculty  for  the 
seminar,  inviting  faculty  members 
to  come  and  speak  on  their  own 
individual  specialties  or  interests. 
Past  seminars  have  included 
Women  and  Economics  pre- 
sented by  Professor  Wiegresma. 
Minorities  and  Ethnic  Literature 
by  Dr.  Keough,  and  Women  and 
Achievement  by  Professor 
Hanley. 

Periodically  the  Honors  Sem- 
inar brings  the  Honors  Faculty 
together  to  discuss  a  common 
theme,  such  as  Artists  and  Scien- 
tists in  Exile.  Each  faculty  mem- 
ber speaks  on  the  topic  from  his 
or  her  own  viewpoint.  Then,  they 
discuss  it  as  a  group  with  the 
students.  This  gives  the  students  a 
rare  opportunity  to  observe  their 
faculty  reacting  with  one  another 
in  an  informal  group  discussion. 

The  small  size  of  the  class  in 
the  Honors  Program  allows  for 
more  concentration  on  specific 
subject  matter  as  well  as  greater 
participation  by  individual  stu- 
dents. While  the  courses  tend  to 
become  more  specific  than  with  a 
normal  class  they  are  not  neces- 
sarily harder  academically. 

"I  would  call  it  more  challeng- 
ing," says  Dr.  Richard  Kent, 
music  instructor  for  the  Program. 
Guido  DiPietro,  a  participant  in 
the  program,  feels  that  the 
Honors  courses  are  "a  lot  more 
relaxed  than  other  courses." 

A  relaxed  challenge  might  be 
an  appropriate  description.  The 
Honors  Program  appears  to  be  an 
overall  success  so  far  and  will  be 
continued  next  year  with  a  new 
group  of  Freshman.

How  To  Get  a  Tan

The  best  part  about  the  warm 
weather  to  many  people  is  getting 
a  tan.  Thousands  of  people  travel 
to  the  beach,  so  they  can  achieve 
this  golden  appearance.  College 
students  are  no  exception.  Every 
year  as  spring  vacation  ap- 
proaches, many  students  are 
packing  their  suitcases,  in 
preparation  to  travel  southward 
to  Florida,  Bermuda,  or  anywhere 
else  with  warm  weather. 

Although  a  tan  may  look  nice, 
there  are  some  dangers  related  to 
exposure  to  the  sun.  Most  of  this, 
danger  is  caused  by  the  sun's  ultra 
violet  rays.  The  earth's  ozone 
layer  protects  us  from  most  of  the 
rays,  but  enough  get  through  to 
cause  us  harm.  These  ultra  violet 
rays  are  present  on  cloudy  days  as 
well  as  sunny  days  and  are  most 
harmful  from  mid-morning  to 
midafternoon.  Therefore  a  sun- 
burn can  develop  even  on  a 
cloudy  day.  Continued  and  pro- 
longed exposure  to  the  sun  can 
cause  second  degree  burns  and 
has  been  suggested  as  a  possible 
cause  of  skin  cancer. 

There  are  a  few  ways  in  which 
people  can  protect  themselves 
from  the  sun  and  its  harmful  rays. 


Limit  the  amount  of  initial  ex- 
posure at  the  start  of  warm 
weather.  Avoid  exposure  to  the 
sun  from  10  a.m.  to  2  p.m.,  when 
the  sun's  rays  are  the  most 
harmful.  Wear  protective 
clothing  to  shield  oneself  from 
overexposure  and  use  a  com- 
mercial tanning  product,  for 
protection  from  sun  burn.  Some 
commercial  products  are  effec- 
tive and  others  are  not,  so  a 
person  should  be  careful  which 
kind  they  choose. 

Health  Notes: 

(1)  There  will  be  represen- 
tatives from  the  Health  Com- 
mittee at  each  of  the  dorms, 
sometime  during  the  week  before 
spring  vacation,  giving  out  free 
sun  kits.  These  kits  will  consist  of 
a  summary  on  proper  tanning 
technique  and  a  sample  of  Pre- 
sun.  The  committee  will  also  have 
a  table  set  up  in  G-lobby  on 
March  19th,  at  1:30. 

(2)  There  will  also  be  a  repre- 
sentative from  the  Health  Com- 
mittee in  the  Commuters  Cafe- 
teria at  12:00  on  March  12th, 
demonstrating  the  technique  for 
assisting  a  choking  victim. 


Geography  Club 


The  Geography  Club  is  gearing 
up  for  a  busy  Spring  this  year. 
First,  the  Washington,  D.C.  trip  is 
scheduled  for  March  21-24.  The 
club  will  visit  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the 
census,  and  other  government 
agencies.  This  trip,  should  be  a 
fine  educational  experience  and 
great  fun  for  those  who  go. 

The  big  event  will  be  hosting 
the  National  Association  of 
Geology  Teachers  (N.A.T.G.) 
Conference  here  at  FSC  on  April 
3,  4,  and  5.  Geology  and  Earth 
Science  teachers  from  all  over  the 
Northeast  will  be  here  to  learn  the 
latest  news  in  these  fields.  Fea- 
tured events  include  a  presenta- 
tion about  Mount  St.  Helens  by 
Dr.  Rudolph  Hon  of  Boston 
College  on  Friday,  April  3.  On 
Saturday,  there  will  be  talks 
about  earthquake  prediction,  air 
pollution,  hazardous  wastes  and 
other  topics.  Also,  there  will  be 


displays  from  educational  and 
scientific  supply  companies,  in- 
dustry, and  government  agencies. 

On  Saturday  night,  weather 
permitting,  Glenn  Chaple,  writer 
for  "Star  and  Sky"  and  "Deep  Sky 
Monthly"  will  host  an  astro- 
nomical observing  session.  Sun- 
day's agenda  includes  three  field 
trips  in  central  Massachusetts. 
These  trips  will  deal  with  the 
specific  aspects  of  the  area's 
geology. 

This  conference  will  give  FSC 
geography  students  a  rare  chance 
to  learn  the  latest  information  in 
the  Earth  Science  fields.  Also, 
they  will  gain  from  this  ex- 
perience of  organizing  and 
hosting  this  convention.

ROTC:  New  Programs 


Captain  Edward  M.  Harrington 
of  the  Fitchburg  State  College 
Military  Science  Department  at- 
tended an  ROTC  conference  last 
week  during  which  two  new 
ROTC  programs  were  an- 
nounced. 

The  Army  has  just  announced 
a  new  scholarship  program 
whereby  an  additional  1000 
scholarships  are  being  awarded 
this  year  (1981-1982)  to  qualified 
freshmen  and  sophomores.  These 
scholarships  pay  for  tuition, 
books  and  fees  (approximately 
$900  per  year  at  Fitchburg  State) 
plus  $1 ,000  cash  tax  free  per  year. 
The  big  plus  is  that  some  students 
may  not  be  required  to  compete 
nationally  for  these  scholarships. 

Additionally  the  Army  an- 
nounced a  new  ROTC-Nurse 
Summer     Training     Program. 


Nursing  students  enrolled  in  the 
ROTC  Advanced  Course  may 
now  work  in  an  Army  Hospital  at 
their  advanced  summer  camp. 
Captain  Harrington  said,  "the 
scholarship  programs  have  major 
impact  on  increased  financial  aid 
and  that  the  summer  nursing 
program  will  provide  actual,  first- 
hand experience."  ROTC  readily 
recognizes  that  the  increasing 
cost  of  education  and  the  demand 
for  "on-the-job"  experience  are 
two  vital  areas  that  students  are 
concerned  with  most  these  days.

James  Sheehan,  Fitchburg 
State  College  Track  and  Field 
coach,  was  named  Division  3 
Coach  of  the  Year  by  members  of 
the  New  England  Intercollegiate 
Amateur  Athletic  Association  at 
their  annual  meeting,  held  March 
1  at  Boston  University. 

It  is  the  second  year  in  a  row 
Sheehan's  fellow  coaches  in  track 
and  field  have  honored  him  with 
the  Coach  of  the  Year  title. 

Fitchburg  State  teams  led  by 
Sheehan  were  the  first  among 
New  England  Division  3  at  the 
Intercollegiate  4A  New  England 
meets  and  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association  .Div.  3  Na- 
tional competitions  last  year. 
Several  members  of  the  team  set 
New  England  records  and  won 
All-American  honors  at  those 
meets. 

Sheehan,  who  has  been  a  coach 
at  Fitchburg  State  for  seven 
years,  is  a  graduate  of  Boston 
University,  where  he  is  currently 
at  work  on  his  doctoral  disserta- 
tion in  Physical  Education. 

A  former  corporal  in  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps, 
Sheehan  is  a  native  of  Medford 
and  a  graduate  of  Canton  High 
School.  He  and  his  wife  Susan 
and  their  three  children  currently 
reside  in  Belmont. 


Fitchburg  State's  Rapid  Robert 
White  shattered  the  New  England 
Record  in  the  600  yd.  Dash  by 
running  a  time  of  1:09.68  for  the 
distance.  While  doing  this  Rob 
not  only  won  the  New  England 
Champion  Title,  but  also  quali- 
fied for  the  upcoming  NCAA 
Indoor  National  Championships 
as  his  time  is  one  of  the  fastest  in 
the  country. 

The  previous  week  Rob  won 
the  N.E.  Div.  Ill  400  Meter  Title 
again  in  the  record  time  of  48.39 
which  is  the  fastest  400  run  in 
New  England  on  a  flat  200  meter 
track  this  year. 

At  the  present  time  Fitchburg 
State  athletes  hold  3  of  the  five 
N.E.  records  in  the  sprint  events. 
Last  Spring  Dave  "White  Light- 
ning" Farnsworth  set  records  in 
the  100  and  200  meter  dashes  with 
times  of  10.3  (9.35  100  yd.  equiv.) 
and  20.8  for  those  distances,  and 
now  Rob  has  the  600  record. 
Coach  Sheehan  feels  that  Rob 
will  continue  to  improve  and 
could  possibly  grab  the  national 
record  before  he  graduates. 

Many  of  the  team  members 
have  had  super  performances  this 
season   especially   Joel   Antolini, 


Greg  DeMeo,  Paul  McGovern, 
and  John  Baker.  Antolini  and 
DeMeo  have  run  the  second  and 
third  fastest  1,000  yd.  times  in  the 
school's  history  and  no  doubt  will 
both  run  under  2:12  next  year. 
McGovern  who  qualified  for  the 
nationals  last  year  in  the  10,000 
meter  is  only  a  second  away  from 
qualifying  this  year  in  the  5,000 
meter.  Paul  has  the  potential  to 
make  the  nationals  in  the  Steeple- 
chase also.  John  Baker  is  close  to 
making  the  national  standard 
again  and  all  he  is  waiting  for  is  a 
few  more  warm  days. 

Coach  Sheehan  is  quite  high  on 
newcomer  David  Jones.  Sheehan 
feels  that  if  David  decides  to  put 
the  effort  and  time  in,  he  could 
become  awesome  in  the  sprint 
events. 

A  record  number  (20)  FSC 
track  members  have  been  named 
to  various  All-Conference  teams, 
and  at  their  rate  of  improvement 
the  list  will  be  even  better  next 
year.  The  team  is  presently  in 
training  for  their  upcoming  out- 
door season  where  they  want  to 
stay  in  the  top  10  among  all  of  the 
NCAA  Div.  3  teams  in  the 
country.

I  always  get  a  bit  wary  when  I 
see  films  advertised   as   "Better 

than "     "(fill  in  the  blank.) 

They  did  it  with  Star  Trek,  The 
Motion  Picture  ("Better  than  Star 
Wars"),  they  did  it  with  Jaws  II 
("Better  than  Jaws"),  and  they  did 
it  with  the  latest  King  Kong 
("Better  than  the  original".)  You 
know  where  those  movies  all 
went  —  down  the  tubes  and  into 
obscurity  (or  into  the  hands  of 
film  cultists.  To  the  production 
houses,  obscurity  and  cults  are 
the  same  thing.) 

Now  they're  advertising  "Scan- 
ners" as  "Better  than  'Altered 
States',"  It  Is  better.  But  only  if 
you  went  to  see  "Altered  States" 
for  its  gallons  of  blood  and  scenes 
of  gruesome  violence,  both  of 
which  it  was  lacking  in,  I'm  glad 
to  say. 

"Scanners"  has  violence  and 
blood  galore.  If  that's  your  type  of 
kick,  go  see  it.  If  not,  save  your 
money. 


"Scanners"  is  about  people  who 
can  read  minds  and  control  a 
person's  nervous  system.  This 
results  mainly  in  unwitting  vic- 
tims convulsing  uncontrollably  to 
a  background  of  weird  sound 
effects  and  music.  Exactly  how 
controlling  a  person's  nervous 
system  can  cause  his  head  to 
explode  and  his  veins  to  bulge 
and  burst  is  beyond  me,  but  I 
really  don't  care. 

You're  not  supposed  to  think 
about  this  movie.  You're  not 
supposed,  to  care  about  the 
people  it  deals  with.  All  you  are 
required  to  do  is  to  watch  the 
special  effects  of  exploding  heads 
and  limbs  being  blown  away  by 
rifles  and  machine  guns,  and  be 
squeamish  and  disgusted  at  the 
appropriate  times. 

I'm  not  even  going  to  bother 
boring  you  with  the  insane  plot. 
Just  let  me  say  that  it  is  a  good 
guy  versus  bad  guy  movie  in 
which  the  bad  guy  is  far  more 
interestingly  vile  than  the  good 
guy  could  ever  hope  to  be  good. 


The  twist  at  the  end  is  not  only 
cliche,  it  also  fails  to  twist 
anything.  To  have  a  plot  twist, 
you  first  have  to  be  wound  in  the 
opposite  direction,  and  to  do  this 
you  have  to  raise  some  interest  in 
the  plot.  All  this  movie  attempts 
to  raise  is  your  lunch. 

Directed  by  David  Cronenberg 
(Rabid,  The  brood)  and  released 
by  Avco  Embassy  Films,  "Scan- 
ners" is  fated  to  become  a 
milestone  in  the  long  list  of 
SF-Horror  flops.  The  only  top  star 
involved  is  Patrick  McGoohan, 
who  really  must  have  been 
hurting  to  latch  onto  this  clunker. 

Unfortunately  "Altered  States" 
had  left  Searstown  shortly  after 
last  issue's  review  of  it  had  come 
out.  If  you're  lucky,  "Scanners" 
will  be  gone  before  this  even  gets 
printed^

Washington,  designing  com- 
memorative murals  for  27  U.S.

The  subject  of  articles  in  the 
Christian  Science  Monitor, 
Yankee  Magazine  and  the  At- 
lantic Monthly,  Besnia  has  been 
acclaimed  for  the  graphic  quality 
of  his  Scareb  Press  and  bis  books 
are  included  in  numerous  private 
collections,  including  the  Folger 
Memorial  Collection  in  Washing- 
ton and  The  Library  of  Congress 
Collection.  A  book  on  Shake- 
speare, produced  in  collaboration 
with  Elizabethan  scholar  Albert 
Kinney,  won  "best  ten"  designa- 
tion at  the  prestigious  New  Eng- 
land Book  Show  in  1979.
